1. (Currently amended) A composito n Composition . comprising a salt of 0-acetylsalicylic acid with 

a basic amino acid, 

wherein said sah has an average particle size above a particl e siz e of greater than 160 |am^ and 

wherein said sah comprises salt particles, wherein a proportion of more than 60% of the 
particles have having a particle size ranging in a range from 100 to 200 |am in a particle size 
distribution measured using a Malvem 2600D apparatus under standard conditions, and 

wherein charact e rized in that the composition additionally comprises a flow improver or is 
granulated. 

2. (Currently amended) The composition Composition according to claim 1, charact e riz e d in that it 

compris e s, as w herein said flow improve r comprises? one or more saccharides. 

3. (Currently amended) The composition Composition according to claim J, [[2]], charact e riz e d in 

that it wherein said composition is dry-granulated. 

4. (Currently amended) The composition Composition according to claim 1, charact e riz e d in that 

th e salt has an wherein the average particle size is greater than above a particl e siz e of 1 70 jiim 
an d wherein a proportion of more than 70% of the particles have having a particle size in a 
range from 100 to 200 jxm in a particle size distribution measured using a Malvem 2600D 
apparatus under standard conditions. 

5. (Currently amended) The composition Composition according to claim 1, charact e riz e d in that 

wherein the basic amino acid is selected from the |group consisting of lvsine> arginine, histidine, 
ornithine er and diaminobutyric acid. 

6. (Currently amended) The composition Composition according to claim K wherein the 

composition charact e rizod in that it additionally compris o s a proportion of from fiirther 
comprises glvcine, at a concentration ranging from 5 to 15% by weight of glycine, based on the 
total amount of 0-acetylsalicylate and glycine. 
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7. (Currently amended) A pharmaceutical Pharmac e utical composition, comprising at loast on e the 

composition according to claim 1. 

8. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical Pharmac e u tie^-composition according to claim 7, 

charact e riz e d in that it wherein said pharmaceutical composition i s provided as a single-dose, in 
solid oral administration form for oral administration . 

9. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical Pharmac eutieri-composition according to as claim e d in 

claim 7, wherein said compostion charact e riz e d in that it only comprises only w ater-soluble 
auxiliaries. 

10. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical Pharmaceutical composition according to claim 7, 
wherein said compostion characteriz e d in that it is completely soluble in water. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition Pharmaceutical according to claim 7, 
wherein said compostion is charact e riz e d in that it further comprises one or more furth e r 
additional p harmaceutically active compounds. 

12. (Withdrawn-Currently amended) A method of treating a disorder selected from the group 
consisting of disorders of a rheumatic type, arthritis, neuralgia, myalgia ef aaid.migraine, 
comprising administering to a patient in need thereof an effective amount of a the composition 
of claim 1. 

13. (Withdrawn, Currently amended) A method of treatin g tr e ating a heart related disorder selected 
from the group consisting of ischaemic heart diseases, stroke, angina pectoris, myocardial 
infarction, bypass operations, PTCA ef and stent implants, comprising administering to a patient 
in need thereof an effective amount of a the composition of claim 1 . 

14. (Withdrawn) A method for stimulating the immune system of HIV patients, for tumour 
prophylaxis, for slowing down the cognitive deterioration associated with dementia, for 
inhibiting the formation of gallstones or for treating diabetic disorders, comprising 
administering to a patient in need thereof an effective amount of a composition of claim 1. 
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15. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 8, wherein the composition is a 
solid selected from the group consisting of a tablet, a chewable tablet, a soluble tablet, an 
enteric-coated tablet, a capsule and e f^a colon-targeted formulation. 

16. (Currently amended) The pharmaceutical of claim 11, wherein the one or more additional 
pharmaceutically active compound is selected from the group consisting of A DP receptor 
antagonists, GPIIb/IIIa receptor antagonists, phosphodiesterase inhibitors, thrombin receptor 
antagonists, factor Xa inhibitors, HMG-CoA receptor antagonists and calcium antagonists. 

17. (Previously presented) The composition of claim 2, wherein the flow improver is selected from 
the group consisting of maimitol, sorbitol, xylitol, and lactose, and a mixture thereof. 

18. (Previously presented) The composition of claim 3, wherein the composition is roller- 
compacted. 

19. (Previously presented) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 9, wherein the water-soluble 
auxihary is a flow improver selected from the group consisting of maimitol, sorbitol, xylitol, and 
lactose, and a mixture thereof
